PHVSIOLOUY.' 
Hi h attention hu been called tu an articte 
in a cuntemparary of Salurvby last, on

quarterly juurnal of Cerebral Phyiiology 
and Mraimrrum, and their antilicatiune to 
human welfare." JournaltiU ireuf course 
alwaji reipunaibir for Ihr arntiiiienla 
rnihodiru'in t heir tiuutatiant f rum l he work) 
■f othera ; but when thuie arntitnrnta 
are hold and Btarllinp;, aa repugnant to the 
recfiyetlopiniontofmankindandllie ti tag* ■ 
of tociely, and are nevertheleej tranacribrd 
without a aiiifjle word of prttteit or ani- 
madrenion, the editor la open to mmr- 
1 in ni > more than mapieion thai the wnti- 
menta are in imiaun with hit own. Ou thia 
principle, we jiiunt hold the Jtlet rcipon-

The gilt of the article referred to Is to 
denounce capital puniahmeiit. The de- 
bate on toia solemn uuriliun ha* of late 
yeiri been narrowed down to a very 
amall com pan. We believe nobody 
would nuw-a>tlaya apply the extreme 
penalty of the law to more than three 
Crimea — murder, rape, and certain name- 
Iraa outragei un the honour of the 
ipecies. Those who oppose even thia 
application, liave uiuaJly dour bo on 
grounds which, however fallacioui, were 
al leatl creditable tu their Christian ten- 
deroeie. They have maintained that the 
shedding of human blood, whether by 
individual! or by national judicaEuiet, ia, 
under any circurnHAuce. a, contrary to the 
genitti of the New TeiUtuent, Hut a 
new order of o|^wnenli hu apiung up— 
a new ground of opposition has been 
taken, and taken with inrpMaug boid- 
ne ii. Their heroei ut " Cerebral fhy- 
eiology and Ueameriam," to far from tout- 
ing theaiaelvea of the weapons wielded by 
their New Testament alliet, actually fling 
the odium of capital puniihinenl upon 
'■ tht n-hytou of the day. " The Christian 
doctrine upon which our sanguinary laws 
are aaid lo hr founded, and which the 
clergy are reproached for decutriag to 
be "correcf," is pronounced a "fatal 
error— fatal lo the rapid adr an cement 
of huinanily, and fatal to the pro- 
greaaive amelioration of the evila de- 
plored." The doctrine so atigmatieed 
is (hat of man's free agency, and 
hit consequent accountability for his 
bwiJk-kj,m rwpurf* B^Bafa^a j aftjons. According to the JCotMt, he ii 
no/ a free agent, and is not accountable. 
" Philoaophy clearly proves," uuolh that 
infallible oracle. " thai the character of 
evetj lie in ft i a a conD|Hiutid product — the 
result of a pecutiar cerebral organism, and 
nf the innumerable circuinatancei which 
have acted, and are tlitl acting upon it : 
we therefore an, that the actions of a man 
must ttecmtanijf reault from hia organic 
constitution, and the circumstances which 
surround him at any staled period. This 
us a /but, and 71 it mot in the pamrr of men 
to milt." Nut, be ft understood, the law 
of Mo*Ka, nor the law of dinar, but the 
law of the Zottt ! 

The practical application lot this law, like 
ilaelf, are curious and striking. In the ar- 
licle before "it, it is applied lo ' parents, and 
lo 'men in authority.' "If men were 
acquainted with the laws governing their 
aetiuni,"— that it, with the laws of 
■ cerebral phytiology '—they would be 
beneficially influenced in the discharge 
of the duties appertaining to thru), both 
as the heads of families, and as the heads 
of government depart me nil. " If parenla 
knew thai their children, when possessing 
1 1 rains of an inferior character, were not 
fitted" for certain professions, Ibey would

iheit disposal, and not appoint to situa- 
tions nf trust individuals physically, and 
therefore murkily, inefficient ," there 
would be an end of many dudrearing cases. 
Under this new light un the choice of 
proftaatorja and on uflcial appoint- 
ments, the path of duty cannot be 
in i at a k t n . Parents. before dete rinmingin 
what calling their sunt shall seek an 
honorable independence, should consult, 
out family circumstances, not intelligent 
friends, not the preceptors under whom the 
ynutha have been trained, but some 
"cerebral phyuologiat, *bo, without 
knowing aught of the prei tout character 
and acqjutrementa of his juvenile patients, 
would at once determine, ' by the mean* 
self ore hat placed at hit disposal,' whe- 
ther the laws of ' cerebral organism' have 
destined them for naval blue or military 
atarlel, fur law. physic, or divinity . It it 
niauifettly owing to the want uf (hit 
simple precaution, (hat Hut altjDTv's 
army sod navy are dug raced by to maoy 
poltroons, and the learned professions by 
m many biockbeads ' 

And if parenta owe thia precautional 
measure to themselves and their offspring, 
It ii obvious the - public department*, at 
the "me., in authority" presiding over 



them, owe if to the Stale. Fnr every 
(Treat branch of the ptiMic service there 
ought tu be provided »» initiatory tri- 
bunal, 10 Ire called " Tut Bosun or Oas- 
hK4i. PltYsioioov.'' To this Hoard every 
candidal t for Stale employment, from the 
higheit to the lowest, ought in the rim 
inalaiic* to be referred; nor ought any 
appointment to be made, from thai of 
Lurd High Chancellor down lo that uf 
petty constable, until (he Board should 
have certttied, under the hand and] teat 
of their Chairman, thai having duly 
eaamined the applicanl by the means 
science had placed at their disposal, 
they were nf opinion that hi* peculiar 
Cerebral organism fully qualified hitta 
for the duties of the office. A similar 
Itoard should lie t'tutblithed fot 
the Huute of Coniniont. No writ for the 
elect inn of a new member ought to be 
irluriird, until the Board should have 
endorsed upon it their certificate, thai 
they had ascertained, from a careful 
analysis of hit "cerebral organs," thai 
the lionoiable gentleman was incapable of 
bribery, and waa in all respects a til and 
pnipr! person tu represent hi* constituent* 
it the Commons' House of Parliament. 
What a world of trouble and uf mischief 
would be taved by ihit admirable ex- 
pedient ! Cur legialalure, our courts of 
justice, our civil departments, our fleets 
and armir*. uur learned pnifeuinni, would 
lie preserved pure a* the driven mow, 
and bright as burniahed gold. No 
charlatanry— no imposture— no corrup- 
tion ! The attain of the nation, the in- 
terest t of society, guaranteed by a latilllesa 
' cerebral organism,' would be guided and 
guarded with unerring discretion, wilh a 
aeal which nothing could quench, and a 
fidelity with which nothing could tamper. 
The panacea for all the woe* of human 
kind-^ir, at any rate, (he great art of 
keeping rogues and fool* from disturbing 
(he quietude of the world — has at length 
been discovered to contiit in ' cerebral 
Phyiiology and Mesmerism B 

One might auppme thai in propoaing 
these application! of hia new philosopher'! 
stone to the practical concerns of life, our 
teitt wa* only quitting. But, ties | he ia 
in tolier earnest. He launches (he thun- 
der! of hia mesmerism against all who had 
in any way influenced (he career uf the 
wretched KxaTMtrou — againat all, Mifpf 
the chivalrous advocate of ihai 
montter at hit last earthly trial- The 
Liordi of the Admiralty for having placed 
him ia commission — the officials for hav- 
ing allowed him lo go at large in these 
coloniei— Judge BrnTow for having treated 
him ai a free agent — the jury for hiving 
found him guilty of wilful murder — and 
the eieculivefor having conaigned htm to 
the KahTold — are unaparingly denounced 
as traitor* to the laws uf 'cerebral or- 
ganism.' And why ? Because "the con- 
duct uf Kmthih u waa imnitnUt, and 
might have been predicted" f He was 
"the victim uf an organism to un- 
fairly balanced, (hat (he ordinary 
temntstioui of life could not be with- 
itootl i nay more, the victim of an or- 
gauiitn which prompted him lo ahed 
blood, if more than ordinary difficulty 
presented to prevent him from gaining hit 
ends." And, therefore, the foiif hai " no 
hesitation in saying, thai the Qofernment 
it retfontiite for flu> •tear!* ™™ "/ 

Thia superlative nouacnte it beneath the 
dignity of argument, If the ZoUt'i doctrine 
be correct, that man it no! a free agent, and 
therefore not accountable for his actions, 
there is an end of all moral and civil go- 
vernment ; more ttill , there it end of all that 
we turn been accustomed to venerate at 
revealed truth. Both the lawt of man and 
ihe lawt of God are unjust and cruel. 
There lm in the world neither virtue nor 
vice. Mankind are the passive instru- 
ments of a tnysteriouB but inevitable 
CxnKHtt,r**T!t- Their movements are those 
of iintTriisling.helplett automata. They can 
no more withstand the organic impute to 
commit crime, than they can hurl back 
the thunderbolt. If (here ii responsibility 
any where, it re its with their CttKaTOR. 
Hk planted the organa— He imparled the 
impulse— and it would, therefore, be un- 
righteout thai Hr. should visit wilh Hu 
diapleature the creature i tu whom Ha 
has denied free agency, whom Hr hat 
uulitted tn ditcrimina(e between right and 
wrong, and aubjected to a phyticafnecai- 
iii y which they can neither conquer nor 
rati at. 

We have here nothing but the old doc- 
trine of Fatalism in a new dreai, and 
earned out into rather new fount of appli- 
cation. Wilh all rational believers in ihe 
morality of the Bible, thit ' Cerebral Phy- 
siology,' aa put forth in Ihe ZoUt , will tat 
•d object of theer ditgutt and indignation . 
and the conduct of that most Christian 
journal, Ihe Attn, in having disgraced itt 
columns with tuch impiuu* (rath, will be 
mailer of aetoniehmenc and regret,

At Ihe end of Ihe (ration 
approached, several other motions were 
brought forward by (he Government in 
different thapet, pointing tu the same 
general object, which were alio negatived 
by the Council, and the teatiuu closed 
without any provitiou being made for 
Mr. CiKTia's salary.

Mr. Thompson, bxotbarr -in-law of lit. Wilson, 
proved the death of the lattrr ; he bad been 
superintendent before Mr. Jscquca i the prisoner 
never bad any authority from hint tu aell 
sheep ; the prison or had lold him that he had 
sold »he*p to Mr. Cooper ; but he supposed at 
lhe time that the prisoner had receiT*4 au- 
thority from Mr. larquea. 

Mr, lIlHTLDi isUreeaed the jury at aome 
li-ngth, contending that there wu no evidence 
whatever of larceny : that the prisoner wu 
clearly authorised by Jacques's letter to ssll, in 
order to raise money, and thai Jacques had re- 
eogniaad the let by auhweqnently receiving 
the LV:
